CUBAN STEAMSHIP SINKS 
AFTER CRASH; 30 RESCUED 


$80,000 Cargo on the Antolin Del 
Collado Lost in Gulf of 
Mexico,

HAVANA, Oct. 16.—The Cuban 
steamship Antolin del Collado, 
bound from Havana to Minas de 
Mathambre, Cuba, sank in the Gulf 
of Mexico six miles out of Mariel 
port today after being in collision 
with the British steamer Hallmoor. 

Two passengers and a crew of 28 
were rescued. A cargo estimated 
to be worth $80,000 was lost. 

Details of the accident had not 
been obtained this noon by the Em- 
presa Naviara Co., which owned 
the 977-ton vessel. It was thought, 
however, that a heavy fog preced- 
fhe rains late this morning was 
partly responsible. 

The Antolin del Collado was the 
oldest ship.in the sefvice of the 
Empresa Naviera.and had been 
plying between Cuban ports for 
more than 50 years.

Relates His Experiences as 
Soldier in Siberia, and 
Tells How He Was 
Stranded in Yokohama. 


Whatever Vincent 'Kerens may 
do when he gets full possession of 
his $1,900,000: inheritance, he does 
not intend to “settle down,” in the 


sense of ceasing to roam about the 
world. His father, Richard C. 
Kerens, who was Ambassador to 
Austria-Hungary, taught him not 
to stick to one place too closely, 
Kerens said today. 

He is stopping in St. Louis on a 
motor journey from Chicago to the 
Southwest. After a’stop at his 
country place near Dallas, he in- 
tends to go to California, and across 
the Mexican border to Ensenada, 
in Lower California, where he will 
attend the opening of Jack Demp- 
sey’s new hunting and fishing ranch 
two weeks hence. He said Demp- 
sey was one of his best friends. 

Kerens, stopping at the Mark 
Twain Hotel with his wife and two 
adopted children, told for the first 
time of;some of his post-war ad- 
ventures, including a year in Si- 
beria with the inter-allied expedi- 
tionary force which fought the Bol-. 
sheviki for control of Russia's Pa- 
cific ports. He was sent to Siber 


in which he enlisted after leaving 
the American aviation service, fo)- 
lowing the armistice. 

Strange Jumble at Viadivostok. 

“They sent us from England to 
Canada, across Canada and from 
Vancouver to Japan in something 
like record‘ time,” Kerens said. 
“We had little idea what we were 
getting into, and we found at 
Vladivostok a strange jumble of 
fighting men. There were units 
from a dozen or more of the allied 
countries, with a Japanese General 
as ranking commander. The Czechs 
were the: real force, and they 
clashed with the Japanese, until 
there was a fight,in the streets be- 
tween them, with machine guns 
and a lot of casualties. 

“Although we were supposed to 
be there to protect supplies and 
terminals at Viadivostok, we were 
used in a general military cam- 
paign that.covered that part of Si- 
beria. Some of our up-country 
trips took us as far as 500 miles 
from Vladivostok. 

“Soon there were complaints of 
atrocities committed against our 
interallied forces, and most of them 
probably weer true. It got to be a 
warfare in which not many pris- 
oners weer taken by either side. 

Stranded in Yokohama, 

“After getting a discharge from 
the British service I went to Japan 
and was stranded in Yokohama, as 
money that was sent me from this 
country failed to reach me, I went 
into a building where, I saw .the 
Atherican flag, and it proved to be 
an institution for Jewish refugees 
from Russia, on their Way to enter 
the United States, so far as immi- 
gration restrictions would let them, 
and Mexico. A large fund had been 
raised in New York for tHem, and 
they were being well sheltered. 

“T stayed with those people five 
months, teaching the English lan- 
guage and the principles of Ameri- 
can citizenship to a big class of 
adults and youths. fT still hear 
from some of my pupils, who are 
Americans now. 

“I shipped from Yokohama on 
an American tramp steamer, as an 
able-bodied seaman. The ship was 
the West Segovia, and we had most. 
of the adventures of sea life on 
that cruise. About all we didn’t 
have was a hanging at the yard- 
arm. We had one full-sized mu- 
tiny, and we were lost in the Aleu- 
tian Islands. Iwas everything ex- 
cept captain and cook on that 
cruise, and ended up as steward. 

“Those were adventures I+, 
wouldn't care to repeat, but I don’t 
expect to get over the love for rov- 
ing, which my father taught me. 
He used to take me with him on 
short notice, and. perhaps it would 
be just to New York or perhaps 
across the ocean.” 

Kerens anticipates that legal 
delays will keep him from getting 
actual possession of his share of 
hia father’s estate for several’ 
months.

Twelve long-lipped Ubangis from 
Africa, brought to this country for 
exhibition by the late Eugene Ber- 


gonier,* French explorer, are on 
their way home from the Sarasota 
winter quarters of a circus. be- 
cause showmen did not understand 
the temperaments of jungle tribes- 
men. 

Before the eireus left the road 
for the season, Bergonier and his

He 
suffered an ailment which physi- 
cians said was septic pneumonia, 
soon after the circus returned here 
and died last Monday.

The State’s contention, borne out 
zy several of the first witnesses 
called, is that the average St 
Louisan not only is free of preju- 
dice against the defendants, but is 
uninformed as to the facts on 
which the informations were is- 
sued. Several witnesses testified 
they did not know. what change 
had been brought against Heath, 
Pritchard and Ryckoff. 

The defendants presented 42 wit- 
nesses, all but,.two of them friends, 
lodge brothers or acquaintances, in 
two and one-half days of testimony 
last week, in support of their con- 
tention. The proceedings were re- 
sumed today. Circuit Attorney Mil- 
ler is opposing the application for 
a change of venue because of the 
heavy expense to the State. 

35 Veniremen Called. 

In support of his claim that the 
average St. Louisan has no opinion 
in the case, the Circuit Attorney 
began calling a number of venire- 
men from jury panels in other 
courts, as his witnesses, There 
were 35 veniremen to be ques- 
tioned, he told Judge Green, when 
the session started at 11 o ‘clock.

North Sider Also Unprejudiced.

Libel Action: Says Publish- 
er’s Paper Printed Stories 

Reflecting on Character 

of Present Wife.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Bishop 
James Cannon of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, filed a 
$5,000,000 libel suit. in the District 
of Columbia Supreme Court today 
against William Randolph Hearst. 

The suit said the New York Eve- 
ning Journal had printed stories 
which cast reflections on the char- 
acter of the present Mrs. Cannon, 
who was the Bishop’s secretary at 
the time of the death of the Bish- 
op’s former wife. ‘These stories, it 
was said, were printed in other 
Hearst newspapers. 

The principal allegation was 
that the Journal said Bishop Can- 
non was at the home of Mrs. Helen 
Hawley McCallum, whom he re- 
cently married, and received tele- 
phonic messages from his sons as 
to the condition of his dying wife. 

The stories, the suit said, were 
published on July 24 and 27 this 
year. 

Bishop Cannon and Mrs. McCal- 
lum were married in England last 
July, and went on an extended 
honeymoon trip to South: America. 

Just before they started to .re- 
turn te the United States, four min- 
isters of the Methodist Church 
preferrred .charges against the 
Bishop which have not beén made 
public. It-is understood, however, 
they included his political and 
stock market activities as well as 
new accusations. The next step is 
expected to be the appointment by 
Bishop W. N. Ainsworth of a com- 
mittee of 12 to. investigate the 
charges and determine whether a 
church trial is necessary. 

Bishop Cannon has announced 
he will deny the charges officially 
as soon as the committee is ap- 
pointed.

MEADOWS ADMITS 

HIS PART IN PLOT 

Testifying in His Own De- 

fense Repudiates Part of 

Confession in Which He 

Said He Set Fatal Fire. 


The case of Andrew B. Meadows, 
night watchman of the Bucking- 
ham Hotel Annex, charged with 
murder and arson in the burning 
of the hotel with loss of seven 


jury in Circuit Judge Taylor's 
court at 3:25 p. m. today. 

John L. Sullivan, assistant Cir- 
yess Attorney, in his plea toy the 
jury for the death penalty, prom- 
ised that each of the three other 
defendants would be prosecuted in 


the. same manner, and that the 
death penalty would be sought in 
each case. The other defendants, 
not yet tried,.are R. H. Cotham, 
night clerk of the main Bucking- 
ham Hotel at the time of the fire, 
who has made a confession of com- 
plicity, and Lewis E, Balson and 
Ralph Pierson, owners of the ho- 
tel, who have denied knowing of 
an arson plot. 

Herbert H. Blair, attorney for 
Meadows, asked for conviction with 
life imprisonment. He said this 
would be punishment enough for 
a weak man, the tool of others 
who dazzled him with money. Sul- 
livan replied, in his final argu- 
ment, “that the watchman placed 
to guard the lives of sleeping per- 
sons had a special responsibility 
and that to betray it as Meadows 
did is an unusual crime. He 
termed the case the  blackest 
wholesale murder seen here in 
many years. 

Meadows Admits Plot, , 

Meadows, testifying in his own 
behalf today, admitted his part in 
the plans for the fire. -He said 
that, as told in his confession made 
last January, he talked over with 
Cotham, the place for setting the 
fire, that he accepted $100 from 
Cotham, and that he omitted one 
of his early morning rounds, with 
the understanding that someone 
else would enter the building and 
set the fire. He admitted receiv- 
ing $600 more at various times 
after the‘ fire. 

He repudiated only that part of 
his confession in which he said 
that he himself applied a match 
to papers in a drawer, starting the 
fire. He said he made this state- 
ment voluntarily, In his confession, 
but that it was not true, and was 
said only to make his confession 
satisfactory to the police, so that 
they would be lenient with his wife 
and daughter, who were under 
questioning. 

Testimony ended at 12:30 p. m.

ADVANCE ON BAHIA 


Say Leader of Northern 
Army Has Crossed Loyal 
State of Sergipe—Federal 
Submarine Patrols Coast.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Oct. 
16.—Heavy fighting, it appears 
here, is taking place north of Cas- 
tro, State of Parana, between the 
Southern Brazilian revolutionary 
army and Federal forces defending 
the rich State of Sao Paulo. 
Though Castro, northward to 
Itarare, Itangua, and on to Sao 


possession of which, observers say, 
may mark victory or defcat for the 
insurgents in the Southern cam- 
paign. An intensive effort is being 
made to gain this control. 

The battle thus far has been a 
series of engagements, rather than 
one big fight. So biased have been 
sources of information and so re- 
mote the points of fighting that it 
is impossible to say who is victor 
thus far, but reports, while credit- 
ing some Federal gains, at least 
indicate a tenacious rebel contest. 

Defeat of Police Reported. 

An unofficial revolutionary bul- 
letin says the vanguard of the 
rebel army met and defeated a 
force of 1000 Sao Paulo police at 
Itangua, Sao Paulo, capturing 14 
prisoners and considerable cup- 
Plies. Itangua is about 20 miles in 
Sao-Paulo from Itarare, border 
point, which is near Singues bridge, 
scene of a Federal victory Tues- 
day. 

The troops defending Itangua 
fled after a bitter contest, the rev- 
olutiorary bulletin says. There is 
no explanation as to whether there 
was a general rebel advance into 
Sao Paulo through Singues, Itarare 
and Itanguia.or whether an insur- 
gent detachment turned the Fed- 
eral wing and cut off such Fed- 
eral forces as were last reported 
at Singues and Itarare. 

At Santa Ana do Livramento. 
across the Uruguayan border from 
Rivera, the rebel newspaper O Re- 
publicano publishes a story that 
the rebels’ position was excellent 
and advantageous for victory al- 
though they had suffered’ great 
losses. Later messages to the 
newspaper say the Sao Paulistas 
defeated the rebels, who had 400 
casualties, dead and wounded. 

Nothing New, Says Rio. 

In Rio de Janeiro an official 
cOmmunique of the Minister of 
Justice says there is nothing new 
of importance in the campaign 
against the rebels. Mention is 
made Of occupation of Passa Quat- 
ro and Soledade, Minas Geraes, and 
the communique adds that’ the 
submarine Humayta has left the 
capital city to patrol the coast. 

Revolutionary headquarters an- 
nounce that Capt. Juarez Tavora, 
leader of the northern revolution- 
ary army, has crossed the loyal 
State of Sergipe from Alagoas and 
is advancing on the city of Bahia, 
or Sao Salvador, capital of the 
loyal State of Bahia. 

A message from Gen. Miguel 
Costa, commanding the rebel van- 
guard, to Porto Alegre, says 23 
enemy wounded and 150 prisoners, 
among them four officers, are be- 
ing transported to points behind 
the Parana lines for safekeeping.

“The night of Dec. 5, 1927, I 
went over to the main Buckingham 
Hotel to take the clerk’s report. 
Cotham was at the desk, and he 
said to come over after 2 o'clock. 
I went over between 2 and 3, leav- 
ing the night clerk of the Annex, 
O. P. Greathouse, lying on a couch. 

“Everything Is Over.” 

“Cotham said, ‘Everything {1s 
over,’ and motioned to me not to 
say anything, as there was a young 
man in the room. I went back to 
the Annex, and met Greathouse in 
the lobby. Later a telephone call 
came, saying that a guest had re- 
ported a fire. I went with Great- 
house to Room 137, and smoke 
burst out of the door. I went 
through the halls, calling the 
guests. 

“I did not see Cotham at the 


he was over, but that the smoke 
got so bad he went back.” 
Confession Read to Jury. 
In his signed confession, which 
was admitted as evidence yester- 
day and was read to the _ jury, 
Meadows said as to the actual set- 
ting of the fire: 
“About 2:30 a. m., I set some 
paper afire in a drawer in room 
137, the maids’ dressing room. 
Right in the corner was a chest 
of drawers, with paper in the bot- 
tom drawer. I just touched a 
match to this paper and went out.” 
In the signed confession, Mead- 
ows then told of having reported 
to Cotham, and having waited ‘10 
or 15 minutes,” after setting the 
fire. He said, as a witness for 
himself today, that this part of 
the confession was not: true, but 
that the document was correct up 
to the part relating to the actual“ 
setting of the blaze. 
Meadows testified as to having 
visited Greathouse, former night 
clerk of the Annex, after the fire, 
and told of his interviews with Ed- 
ward T. McFarland, former man- 
ager of the main and Annex ho- 
tels. He said he went to see Great- 
house and McFarland about getting 
work. In his signed confession, he 
told,of getting various sums from 
Cotham,-making about $700 in all, 
and said that one payment of $100 
was made in the presence of Pier- 
Son, one of the owners, after Pier- 
son had paid money to Cotham. 
“McFarland told me that Balson 
and Pierson owed him $1500, for 
property lost in the fire,””’ Meadows 
said. “He asked me if I had read 
in the papers that they had col- 
lected $40,000 insurance. I had 
not. (No such item was printed.) 
He said we would get together, and 
the next day I met him at Balson’s 
office, but McFarland said it was’ 
not the time to take the matter 
up, and we wefit away. 
“When we went to McFarland’s 
apartment, he asked me a lot of 
questions, which he had written 
down, but I didn’t answer them, 
and told him I didn’t know who 
had started the fire.’’ 
When cross-examined, Meadows 
admitted that he had not 
mistreated by police, and said he 
was “treated fine.” 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Sulli- 
van bfought-out that, before his 
arrest, Meadows had been staying 
at the home of Mrs, Nellie Thur- 
man, a formep employe of the ho- 
tel. Meado was asked whether 
he had told Mrs. Thurman that, 
When he got the money he ex- 
petted, he would divorce his wife 
afid marry Mrs. Thurman.

“You admit also that you dis- 
cussed the places for starting the 
fire, and talking about the base- 
ment and the parlor before decid- 
ing that room 137 would be the 
best place?” Meadows assented. 

“If you had actually started the 
fire,’”’ the Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney asked, ‘“‘would you have acted 
differently afterwards?” Meadows 
thought not. 

Meadows admitted having re- 
ceived $700, and the prosecutor 
said, “You didn’t get that for do- 
ing nothing, did you?” 

“Got It By Laying Off.” 

w “I got it by laying off,” Mead- 
‘ows said, referring to the omitting 
of his early morning round. He 
said he had decided on eliminating 
the 3 a. m. round, because the re- 
ceivers of the hotel had changed 
his schedule, removing his pre- 
vious midnight lunch time. 

“How did you know about thé 
papers in the drawer in room 
137?” the defendant was asked. 

“I just described what Cotham 
told me would happen,’”’ he said. 

The confession was admitted as 
evidence after testimony had been 
given, in the jury’s absence, yester- 
day afternoon, to the manner in 
which it was obtained. Chief of 
Police Gerk testified that, after 
the confession had been taken 
down by a stenographer, he in- 
structed the stenographer to intro- 
duce certain mistakes and omis- 
sions, and that, when the typewrit- 
ten cOpy was shown to Meadows, 
the mistakes and omissions were 
all corrected by Meadows. ‘These 
corrections by Meadows, in the 
typed copy of the confession, were 
shown. Every sheet bore the sig- 
nature “Andrew Beauford Mead- 
Ows.”’ 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Joseph 
Lennon testified that Meadows,:in 
conversation with him, told the 
chief facts related in the confes- 
sion, except that Meadows would

Thought to Have Been 
Killed in Blizzard Near

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Oct. 16.— 


Lieut, William W. Caldwell, army 
flyer, who was escorting an air- 
plane carrying the document of 


Japan’s ratification of the London 
naval treaty from Vancouver to 
New York, is thought to have been 
killed in a crash in a blizzard near 
Laramie yesterday. 

Caldwell’s Boeing pursuit plane 
was sighted at 8:15 a, m, today by 
Ray W. Meskimen, flying an east- 
bound mail plane, at Lookout, .26 
miles north of Laramie. The air 
mail pilot reported his discovery on 
his arrival in Cheyenne, saying 
Caldwell had crashed. 

Boeing Air Transport officers 
reported that Pilot George Boyd 
had sighted the body of Lieut. 
Caldwell in the plane and search- 
ers left by automobile for the 
scene of the wreck to bring the 
body to Laramie. Boyd sent the 
message from Rock River. It said 
a body wag visible from the air. 

The territory in which Caldwell 
fell is hazardous for landing. The 
ground is covered with sage brush 
and is rolling. 

Lieut. Irvin E. Woodring, carry- 
ing the ratification of the treaty, 
took off from Cheyenne at 4:15 
a. m. and was reported safely in 
and out of North Platte, Neb., at 
7:05 a. m. 

Lieut. Caldwell is of the Air 
Corps Reserve. His home is in 
Oakland, Cal.

These witnesses were Mrs. Ritta B. 
Lunt, Mrs. F. J. Susanka and Mrs. 
Emma Kaegel. Mrs. Susanka was 
a sister-in-law of Miss Mary Su- 
sanka, one of those killed in the 
fire. 

A witness today, before the de- 
fendant was called, was Peter 
Aebell, night watchman of the 
main/Buckingham Hotel. He testi- 
fied to attempts of Meadows to 
hel in getting guests out of the 
burning Annex. The state utilized 
his appearance to impress on the 
jury the difference between a 
faithful watchman and ofte who 
betrayed his trust. Aebell was 
questioned as to his feeling of re- 
sponsibility, and answered that he

“When I took office nearly four 
years ago,” he said, “the report of 
the State Auditor, after his em- 
ployes had spent several months on 
the books of the County Court, 
showed that there was a deficit of 
$202,902 on Jan. 26, 1927. On 
Jan. 20, 1930, the deficit had been 
reduced to $172,435, and by the 
end of this year the deficit in op- 
erating funds will be wiped out. 

“The figures quoted by the Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research are as 
of March 15. Taxes for the year 
are collected in December and we 
have been forced by the deficit 
which confronted us when we took 
office, to issue warrants antici- 
pating their collection. Expendi- 
tures at the first of the year 
naturally are high and by the mid-

warrants against the year’s taxes. 

“Other statements in the report 
are, plain misrepresentations, also. 
The Bureau states that we do not 
operate by budget, but this has 
been the practice during my term 
as Presiding Judge. 

“We may collect only 19 per| 
cent more taxes this year than last 
under our laws. Determining the 
amount collected the previous 
year, we add 10 per cent to deter- 
mine our anticipated revenue. This 
sum then is apportioned to the va- 
rious funds and a balance in each 
fund is struck each month.

IN MISSOURI ADUSTR 


Surplus in Some Workers Here 
in September, U. S. 
Reports. 


A general improvement in in- 
dustrial employment in Missouri 
during September, with sharp gains 
in flour milling, canning establish- 
ments, electrical supplies, drugs 
and chemicals, and leather goods, 
is noted in the monthly report of 
the United States Department of 
Labor. 

In St. Louis, increased employ- 
ment was noted particularly in 
boots and shoes, drugs and chem- 
icals, electrical supplies and whole- 
sale groceries, with marked sea- 
sonal gains in flour milling, meat 
packing, canning, candy and con- 
fectionery and wholesale clothing. 
There was a surplus in the resi- 
dent supply of carpenters, painters, 
bricklayers, lathers, plumbers, 
clerks and factory workers.

The Tuberculosis Germ. 

N 1882 the scientifie and lay 
| world was startied by announce- 

ment of the discovery of the 
germ of. tuberculosis. 


| High was the hope that with this 
| knowledge mankind at last would 
be able to stem the ravages of this 
| leading cause of disease and death. 

A period of feverish scientific 
activity followed . this discovery. 
First it was confirmed by scores 
of other scientists, who, following 
the technique of Robert Koch, its 
discoverer, were able to demon- 
strate the little rod-shaped minute 
living thing named the tubercle 
bacillus as the causative agent of 
tuberculosis. 


Then came another announce- 
ment from Koch's laboratory. He 
claimed to have discovered a cure 
for tuberculosis. The alleged cure 
| was tuberculin, a product of the 
tubercle bacillus. 

Keen disappointment, however, 

followed in the wake of this an- 
nouncement, for Koch was shown 
by subsequent experience to have 
been wrong. 

Tuberculin, save in few and iso- 

lated instances of non-lung tuber- 
culosis, was a weak, if not ineffec- 
| tual remedy, and in no sense a 
cure. 

Through Koch's discovery. we 
identified the cause of tuberculosis 
and were able to study the nature 
of the bacillus. 

We have not been able to ac- 
complish as much as it was at first 
hoped. But the public today prob- 
ably is better informed about tu- 
berculosis than about any other 
comparable disease. 

It is common knowledtce that 
tuberculosis is caused by a germ, 
that the germ is transmitted from 
the sick to the well, that without 
the germ there can be no tubercu- 
losis, but (and this is important) 
that active tuberculosis does not 
necessarily follow the invasion of 
ioe human body by the tubercle 
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bacillus.
